STOCKHOLM, July 8.—(P)— 
Aiming at a “normalized” Scandi- 
navia, Sweden is openly pursuing 
a policy of close co-operation with 
Nazi Germany in order to save 
the trade which is Sweden’s life 
blood. 


. Preservation of this trade and 
safeguarding of her old “living 
space” are the compelling reasons 
which have caused Sweden to rec- 
ognize German expansion in Eu- 
rope and to seek multi-lateral 
trade agreements with Germany 
and German-controlled Denmark 
and Norway. 

These agreements are expected 
to be completed this week, and 
Premier Per Albin Hansson said 
Sweden’s position was “now quite 
different.” 

This Swedish policy is based 
necessarily on the fact that Ger- 
many’s control of the northern 
“back door” has closed the British 
market to Swedes and Germany 
becomes the nation’s only big 
customer. 

Sweden also is seeking to ne- 
gotiate trade outlets with the So- 
viet Union. Sweden now is main- 
taining limited trade. with Rus- 
sia and Italy and is importing coal 
from Germany.

such an immense opportunity. 


In the vice presidential chair, he 


will contnue his old job, omitting only the drudgery, and removing 
himself a little above the fray.

Mexico’s Elections 

Mexico yesterday counted its dead and 
wounded after the manner of post-election days 
in “Bloody Breathitt” or Harlan counties, Ken- 
tucky. 

More than 100 were killed and many more 
wounded in election day riots. At least some of 
the rioting was done by subversive groups eager 
to cause trouble. Some of it was done by stu- 
dent groups which rioted a week before the 
election with injuries to 40 of the rioters. 

It was, despite the riots and despite the re- 
straints at the polls, probably the most demo- 
cratic election in Mexico’s history. The revo- 
lution which freely was predicted by somc did 
not come. The riots were expected. In compari- 
son with what some had anticipated, they were 
mild. 

The Latin countries inherited from their 
Spanish governors a prostituted conception of 
elections. During most of their history dicta- 
tors and “strong men” have treated elections 
as their own personal property. 

The campaign just completed was the first 
of its kind in Mexico’s history in that both 
candidates, Generals Camacho and Almazan, 
traveled extensively over the country and made 
speeches after the fashion of the American can- 
didates. Neither was interfered with during the 
campaign. 

The government did indorse General Cama- 
cho. General Almazan claimed he would win if 
his supporters were permitted to: vote. 


Mexico’s curious election laws made this 


impossible at certain polls. The law is the 
first seven voters who appear at the polls or- 
ganize and compose the board for that polling 
place. It was inevitable both candidates and 
their supporters would receive ill-treatment at 
some of the ballot boxes. 

The votes will be counted on Thursday but, 
according to law, which may or may not be 
followed, the results are not official until Sep- 
tember when congress shall meet, count and 
certify the votes. 

Mexico is a safe place for travelers and no 
tourist need be hurt if he remain discreetly 
indoors during a Mexican political riot. There 
is no animosity against Americans. 

When one considers all the effort made by 
German, Communist and Italian influences to 
create confusion and hoped-for-revolution on 
election day, the result sums up as a cred- 
itable one. 

The United States, which exerted no in- 
fluence in the election, merely hopes that Mex- 
ico may be permitted to settle her own affairs 
without interference from any nation or “Fifth 
Columnists” of any nation. We hope for the 
best.

In the last half of the eighteenth century, Thomas Paine and 
other patriot-pamphleteers, in America and in France, taught the 
world a new philosophy—the idea that God created man to be free, 
and that no earthly power, without his consent, has the right to 
govern him or control his actions or circumscribe his thinking. 

To our generation, that philosophy seems as normal and com- 
monplace as the rising sun; but it was new and startling when the 
Fathers built this nation, and mankind responded to it as though 
awakening from sleep. 

And the great advance our race has made since that time— 
greater, in some lines of endeavor, than all preyious growth since 
history began—is due almost wholly to this philosophy of freedom. 

Now the whole world is engaged in a life-or-death struggle to 
dctermine whether this philosophy or a new one shall control the 
destiny of mankind. 


Millions of people still do not understand the nature of the ® 


struggle, or even guess how the outcome will affect them, yet the 
facts are so clearly revealed that even the simplest can see what lies 
in store unless they deliberately choose not to see. 

In this country we know from our own experience what the 
philosophy of freedom means; recent history and the writings of 
Nazi philosophers show us in brutal frankness what the new 
philosophy means. 

In a free land, all men think as they please. They may conceive 
ideas and half-baked ideas. Many people are guided by wishful 
thinking instead of honest reasoning. And at times the popularity 
of screwy ideas seems to threaten the very foundations of society. 

But never yet has the majority adopted a fool idea that injured 
the nation, and the right to think freely has enabled brilliant men 
to explore the universe and develop new things and lead civiliza- 
tion to higher levels. 

To the Nazi philosophers, all of this seems*“confused thinking.” 
They would have all people taught and forced to believe the thing 
their master considers best—as heathen of other ages forced people 
to worship the right god, or die for their heresy. 

They regiment minds as well as bodies, and thus make all of 
their people a unit, like bees in a hive, devoted to a single purpose, 
functioning like a giant machine, each a loyal and helpless cog doing 
as it is told to do. 

It is the most efficient system ever devised for the accomplish- 
ment of a great purpose. 

But when it conquers the whole world, what task will remain 
that it can do? 

Since one man prescribes all thinking, there can be no thinking 
above his level. Originality must die, and progress with it. 

If efficiency is the chief end of man, the Nazi system is ideal. 
If man has the right to happiness, personal dignity, freedom of con- 
science, action and thought—¥in short, the rights that the Nazi leader 
claims for himself—then only the American system is decent. 

And one system or the other will go down.
